With Fourteen Candidates on Two 
Tickets. Little Chance of Primary

Indianapo lis, Ind., May 5— Presi­ 
dent Oo o lidg* will win 
a smashing 
victo ry o ver Senato r Hiram .Jo hnso n 
in the Indiana primaries to mo rro w. 
Ewing Emiso n, state campaign man­ 
ager fo i the president, predicted to ­ 
day. 
Emiso n declared 
the 
presdent’> 
majo rity o ver .Jo hnso n will pro bably 
lie greater in pro po rtio n to the to tal 
vo te east than in any o ther state. 
Senato r Ralsto n will receive 
the 
suppo rt o f the Indiana delegatio n to 
the Demo cratie natio nal 
co nventio n 
witho ut o ppo sitio n in the 
primary. 
The Ho o sier delegatio n will In* 
in­ 
structed to vo te fo r the no minatio n 
o f Ralsto n as the presidential candi­ 
date as lo ng as there is the slightest 
chance o f putting him acro ss. 
With fo urteen candidates to r go v­ 
erno r in the primary race, eight 
o n 
the demo cratic ticket and six o n the 
republican, selectio n o f the no minee 
o f either party in the primary seemed 
do ubtful. Unless o ne candidate gets 
a majo rity o f the vo tes cast, the p ri­ 
mary law pro vides that the 
state 
co nventio n shall pick the no minee. 
Leading candidates o n bo th 
the 
Republican and Demo cratic 
ticket- 
clo sed the campaign with statements 
expressing co nfidence in victo ry 
at 
the po lls to mo rro w. 
Ed Jackso n and Ia*w Shank, were 
fighting it o ut with the Ku In.lux Klan 
issue as the battle gro und. Jackso n, 
his friends say, will get tiie klail \o te 
and also run well amo ng the Republi­ 
cans who have taken no v« an« l in t.ic 
klan questio n. 
Shank says: ‘‘There's no thing to it 
ho ys. I've go t em.” He says Ed To n­ 
er's strength is “paper strength." 
In the To ner Vamp it i- predicted 
that the vo ters will flo ck to him as 
the candidate who has remained neu­ 
tral thro ugho ut the klan fight. 
Edgar Bush, o f Salem, will draw a 
po rtio n o f the vo te that has no inter­ 
est in the klan and will also 
draw 
so me strength amo ng the farmers. 
Mayo r Ora Davis o f

Cravens is stro ngly entrenched in the 
so uthern part o f the state and ( r it - 1 
tenberger has the backing o f the anti- 
Taggart factio ns in 
central 
and 
no rthern Indiana. 
It is generally believed that Mayo r 
Burgan o f Lafayette, anti-klan c an­ 
didate, will place fo urth in the Demo ­ 
cratic race. 
Senato r Charles Batt 
o f 
Terre 
Haute, will sho w strength mainly in 
the fifth district. 
The remaining Demo cratic candi­ 
dates, Orlin R. Ho lt, Frank A. Driest 
and James Kirby Ri-k are expected

Income T a x May be Levied if Owner 


is Citizen of U. S. 


W ashington, May 5 - The 
United 
S ta tes Suprem e 
court 
today 
held 
that income tax applies to the income 
o f a citizen o f the Fnited S tate- who 
lives abroad, even though the pro­ 
perty from which the income is 
d e ­ 
rived also is situated abroad. 


George W. Cook, an American citi­ 
zen, resided at M exico City, brought 
suit to recover tax es paid under pro­ 
test but lower courts decided the in­ 
com e tax had been properly levied. 
He appealed to the Supreme court. 


Cook held that since his property 
w as all in Mexico, it w as beyond the 
sovereignty o f the United States and 
was not taxable bv the United States.

In Re Admission of Olin R. Holt to 
Practice Law 


In re Holt— 183 Ind. 248 


Judge Douglas Morris— At the April, 1914, term of the 
Howard Circuit Court Olin R. Holt filed there his appli­ 
cation for admission to practice law. The judge referred 
the petition to a committee of members of that 
bar, 
cosisting of James C. Blacklidge, Milton Bell and Bar­ 
nabas C. Moon. 
The committee subsequently filed a 
report adverse to H olt’s right to admission. 
A jury 
trial was demanded. 997 Burns 1914, 962 R. S. 1881. 
The court appointed a committee of three lawyers to 
resist the application. 
The m atter was set for hearing 
at the January term, 1915, but before the time set for 
trial, the application was withdrawn. 
The applicant 
has been continuously, for the past two years a bona 
fide resident of Howard County, and a legal voter there. 
In February, 1915, on motion of a member of the bar 
of the Hancock Circuit Court, he was admitted to the 
practice of law in that court, and his name was entered 
on its roll of attorneys. 
On March 5, 1914, on mo- 
tion of a member of the bar of this court, he was ad­ 
mitted to practice here and his name entered on the roll 
of attorneys of this court. 
On March 23, 1915, said 
Blacklidge and Moon filed here their verified petition 
praying for a vacation of the order of admission, re­ 
citing therein the foregoing facts, and further averring, 
among other things, that Holt is a person who is not of 
good moral character. 
A day was set for hearing and 
Holt appeared and filed an answer supported by num­ 
erous affidavits. 
Various other affidavits and counter 
affidavits were subsequently filed by leave of court” * * * 


“ When the order was placed here to place Mr. H olt’s 
name on the attorney’s roll, there was proof made of 
his admission by the circuit court, at Greenfield the 
county seat of Hancock County, and the judges at 
time had no knowledge that he was a resident of How­ 
ard county, or that he ever had made application there 
for admission to practice law. 
On the other hand they 
believed, because of statements made by the applicant, 
that he was a resident of Greenfield, and expected to 
practice law there. 
Our 
Constitution and 
statute 
authorize the admission to practice law only to those 
possessed of good 
moral character, 
and the statute 
grants the right of trial of such question by jury. 
The 
admission to practice by one circuit court authorizes the 
applicant to practice his profession in the other circuits 
of the State. 
We are of the opinion that the original 
application must be made in the circuit court of the 
county where the applicant resides. To hold that a res­ 
ident of Vanderburgh County may make his application 
in Steuben county— more than 250 miles distant— 
would make it practically impossible to successfully re­ 
sist the application, however immoral and dishonest the 
applicant might be. No such situation was contemplat­ 
ed by the framers of the-Constitution. We can not, un­ 
der facts here disclosed, recognize order of admission to 
practice in this court, and it is therefore unnecessary for 
us to consider the question of Mr. H olt’s moral charac­ 
ter. 
It is adjudged that the order heretofore made by 
this court on March 5, 1915, admitting Olin R. Holt to 
practice law heref is hereby vacated and held for 
naught} and it is further ordered that his name be 
stricken from our roll of attorneys.”

The judge referred 
the petition to a committee of members of that bar, 
cosisting of James C. Blacklidge, Milton Bell and Bar- 
nabas C. Moon. 
The committee subsequently filed a 


report adverse to Holt's right to admission. 
A jury 


trial was demanded. 997 Burns 1914, 962 K. .&''!$$): 
The court appointed a committee of three lawyers to 
resist the application. The, matter was sercdir hearing 
at the January term, 1915, but before the time set for 
trial, the application was withdrawn. The applicant 
has been continuously, for the past two years a, hona 
fide resident of Howard County, and a legal voter there- 
In February, 1915, on motion of a member of the bar 
of the Hancock Circuit Court, he was admitted to the 
practice of law; in that court, and his name was entered 
'on itsJrpH- ojf attorneys. ' On March 5, 1914, on mo- 
tion of a member of the bar of this court, he was ad- 
mitted to practice here, and his name entered on the roll 
of attorneys of this 'court. On March 23, 1915, said 
Blacklidge and Moon filed here their verified petition 
praying for a vacation of the order of admission, re- 
citing therein the foregoing facts, and further averring, 
among other things; that Holt is a person who is not of 
good, moral' character* A day was set: for hearing and 
Holt appeared and filed an answer supported by riuni- 
erous affidavits. , Various other affidavits and counter 
affidavits were subsequently filed by leave of court" •:•:• 


"When the order was placed here to place Mr. Holt's 


name on the attorney's roll, there.was proof made of 
his admission by the circuit court, at Greenfield the 
county seat'of Hancock County, and the judges-at 
time had no knowledge that he was a resident of How- 
ard county, or that he ever had made application there 
for admission to practice law. 
On the other hand they 


believed, because of statements made by the applicant, 
that he was a resident of Greenfield, and expected to 
practice law there. • 
Our Constitution and statute 


authorize the admission to practice law only to those 
possessed of good moral character, and the statute 
grants the right of trial of such question by jury. The 
admission to practice by one circuit court authorizes the 
applicant to practice his profession in the other circuits 
of the State. 
We are of the opinion that the original 


application must be made in the circuit court of the 
county where the applicant resides. To hold that a res- 
ident of Vanderburgh County may make his application 
in Steuben county—more than 250 miles distant— 
would make it practically impossible to successfully re- 
sist the application, however immoral1 and dishonest the 
applicant might be. No such situation was contemplat- 
ed by the framers of the-Constitution. We can not, un- 
der facts here disclosed, recognize order of admission to 
practice ip this court, and it is therefore unnecessary for 
us to consider the question of Mr. Holt's moral charac- 
ter. 
It is adjudged that the order heretofore made by 


this court on March 5, 1915, admitting Olin R. Holt to 
practice law here, is hereby vacated and held for 
naught, and it is further ordered that his name be 
stricken from our roll of attorneys."
